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AGRICULTURE 


It is as an agricultural country that Canada has become famous, the development of the 
farming lands of the Canadian west being one of the astonishing epochs in the history of the 
culture of soils. The value of equipped agricultural property has already reached such propor- 
tions that it represents some $800 for every man, woman and child in the country. 


The forest areas, probably about a million square miles, are believed to be exceeded only 
by those of Russia and the United States. Of this less than half carries 6-inch timber and one 


quarter 10-inch material.

Canada ranks first in asbestos, nickel and cobalt, third in silver, fourth in gold, and tenth 
in coal, among the countries of the world, and she has developments of zinc, copper, talc, 
feldspar, mica and graphite that are among the largest and most efficient known today. Her 
coal reserves are exceeded by those of the United States and China only. Practically all useful 
minerals are contained in her known resources.
